Australian Wool 
Industry Booms; 
Suits To Go Up

BOSTON,— (ZP) —The 
biggest 
boom in the history of 
the 
A u ­ 
stralian wool industry is in full 
swing. And since Australia is the 
world’s largest producer of fine 
apparel wool, this isn’t going to 
help A m erica’s clothing budget. 
The price of fine apparel wools 
at the current Australian auctions 
mounts steadily. Records are be­ 
ing smashed daily. 
Dealers report audible gasps in 
the Sydney auction rooms as p u r­ 
chasers from Britain, Russia, the 
Continent and the United States 
have tried to outbid A ustralians in 
the past few weeks. 
Prices at the A ustralian sales 
have .jumped some 25 
per 
cent 
since the opening of the auctions 
early this month. 
In Boston, heart of the nation’s 
wool trading, mills were reported 
paying 41 cents a 
pound 
more 
for apparel wools than they did 
last September. 
A pparel wools that cost SI.17 a 
pound cleaned last fall now are 
selling to the mills for around 
$1.58 a pound.

As the price of wool rises, the 
cost of all other things that go 
into making a woolen or worsted 
suit also 
show

creases. 
Trade sources say it costs three 
times as much to m ake the cloth 
as it did in p re -w a r days. It costs 
two to two and one-half times as 
much to make the garm ent out of 
the cloth. 
Wool men figured out the cost 
of making a $50 suit. They took as 
a base a two-piece, virgin wool, 
worsted suit, using 3.3 yards of 
cloth, a fine apparel grade Of wool 
and the average grade of labor. 
They accounted for the $50 re­ 
tail tag as follows: Raw wool $5.45. 
manufacture of the fabric $8.45, 
making of the g a rm e n t $16.10, re­ 
tail distribution $20. 
In terms of wool 
or 
worsted 
suits it seems certain there won’t 
be any general cut 
in 
clothing 
prices. 
Mill men say they arc going to 
try to hold fabric prices at pres­ 
ent levels, but they don’t know 
how successful they will be. 
Many costs beside raw wool en­ 
ter into both the fabric and gar­ 
ment making price. A big cost is 
labor, and there seem s little like­ 
lihood of that com ing down. 
There may be bargains in suits 
here and there; a sale 
now 
and 
then. But most folks in the indus­ 
try feel the tendency is on the up­ 
side rather than 
the 
downside. 
And many say th e y ’ll be doing 
well to hold the price where it is. !

WASHINGTON—<TWThe Army 
is trying to find out just how wild 
waves 
are,

Objective: to get information 
that will help to control shoreline 
erosion, and guide engineers in the 
construction of sea walls and other 
structures. 
Dr. Martin A. Mason, 
chief of 
engineering and research 
for the 
beach erosion board, told the story 
to a House appropriations commit­ 
tee. It made public today a trans­ 
script of his testimony. 
In a year’s study, Mason 
said, 
his agency has found 
“that 
the 
waves which occur in 
the ocean 
actually are very much 
stronger 
than anyone had suspected before, 
and the large waves occur more 
frequently”. 
He said the commission believes 
this shows that waves cause most 
of the shoreline erosion damage, 
and that it should figure out now 
to prevent or reduce such 
losses 
along 52.000 m ile s of ocean shore.

WTSHINGTON — A «ecret month-long 
poker game between an ex-Gecrgia priest 
and a Chinese peasant may settle the fate 
of all Asia. 
This is the 
confidential advice given 
President 
Truman 
by 
Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson. 
The game is in Mos­ 
cow and the players are 
Josef Stalin, shrewd and 
impassive, who sits op­ 
posite China’s Commun­ 
ist boss, Mao Tze-Tung. 
The prize is Manchuria, 
PEARSON 
the rich 
northern 
pro­ 
vinces of China eyed with sharp desire by 
beth czars and politburos for more than a 
century. 
Mao went to Moscow December 16. He 
is still there. Coded cables to Washington 
say a stubborn quarrel over 
Manchuria 
has prolonged what should have been a 
brief formal visit. Stalin has proposed on 
autonomous Manchuria under an out-and- 
out Moscow stooge, Li Li-San. Mao, on the 
other hand, is insisting Russia live up to its 
Aug. 14, 1945, treaty with China 
which 
recognizes Chinese “full sovereignty” over 
Manchuria. 
Mao is a tough customer who knows he 
must show a streak of Independence 
to 
keep his hold over the 
Chinese 
people. 
Like 
Yugoslavia’s Tito he has complete 
control over his own army, but if Mao re­ 
turns home without Manchuria and with 
commitments to supply Russia with troops, 
laborers 
and 
food, his authority will be 
weakened. 
While the poker game goes on in Mos­ 
cow, the Soviet is secretly trying to under­ 
mine Mao. 
Hundreds of Soviet officials, 
parading as farm advisers, 
military ex­ 
perts, engineers and welfare officials are 
moving into the Chinese Communist gov­ 
ernment, and now control its propaganda 
machine. 
A few days ago at the state department 
there was a round-table discussion be­ 
tween an American, a Chinese and a Fili­ 
pino. 
The 
state department man asked 
“But what can non-Communist Chinn do? 
Yen have no leaders.” The Chinese agreed. 
“That is true but we do not need leaders. 
If Mao sells out to a foreign power the 
Chinese people will take care of him.” 
LIFE IN “G. O. P.” 
“The secret Republican caucus over re­ 
viving the gag-laxv” in the rules committee 
showed that there’s life in the “Grand Old 
Party” yet. 
House leader Joe Martin was for the 
gag, but ho didn’t try to shut off debate on 
the hot issue. 
“Speaker 
Rayburn,"

warned, “wants to get off the spot himself 
and put us en it. If the Cox resolution re­ 
instating the gag rules passes, 
he won’t 
have to bring up the 
fair 
employment 
practices bill and therefore won’t be crd 
cizcd by his southern constituents. But at 
the same time, Northern Democrats will 
accuse us of being against civil rights. 
“Nonetheless, while I am for FKPC an I 
will vote for it if the Democrats give us a 
chance. I still believe it is in the interest <>! 
economy and good government to support 
the Cox resolution, because it is the most 
effective way to stop extravagant spend­ 
ing by th is administration. If any of you 
feel otherwise, get it off your chests."

OPPOSED TO GAG 
Waving newspaper editorials from 
district, Congressman John W. Hcsolton i i 
Massachusetts declared that his con d ilu ­ 
ents were overwhelmingly opposed to gag­ 
ging legislation. 
“My people like to see issues fought out 
openly on the floors of congress,” 
said 
Hcsolton, “instead of being bottled up in 
the rules committee so we can’t vote on 
them. I have the greatest respect for Joe 
Martin, but ITI have to appose him in tim 
fight.” 
Rep. J. Harry McGregor of Ohio chim­ 
ed in: “I’m also unalterably opposed to lins 
gag procedure. If we are going to win elec­ 
tions, we’ve got to take a stand on nil is­ 
sues instead of dodging them. We’re hurt­ 
ing the party by ‘me-tooing’ the Dixieerats 
and par: ing the buck back to

committee.”

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C&NW Iron Ore Handler 
Ends 46 Years Service 


The hours were long and the pay 
was low for ore handlers on 
the 
Chicago & North Western railroad 
docks back in 1904— but the boys 
were proud of themselves when 
they could load out a boat in IO to 
12 hours. 
Alfred A. Erickson of 1126 North 
16th street recalls those 
days 
46 
years ago, because it was then he 
first began working as ore hand­ 
ler for the C&NW at the age of 19. 
He was employed there 
continu­ 
ously until his recent retirement. 
Back in 1904 ore handlers re­ 
ceived f ‘.85 for a 10-hour daytime 
shift. The night shift crew receiv­ 
ed 25 cents additional to compen­ 
sate for the hours of work in the 
darkness. 
Many changes have occurred in 
the methods of handling iron ore 
at the docks in the last 
half-cen­ 
tury. Ore cars have increased from 
20 to 30 tons capacity up 
to 
the 
present 50 to 70 tons. The opera­ 
tions are now highly mechanized. 
Instead of 200 to 300 men, as there 
was back in 1904, the 
full 
crew 
capacity at the two docks is about 
IOO. 
Because of the increased use of 
mechanized power and the larger 
capacity of the ore cars, boats can 
be loaded within 
two 
or 
three 
hours, compared to IO to 12 hours 
in the earlier days, Erickson point­ 
ed out. And this is accomplished 
with fewer men. 
Erickson began work with 
the 
C&NW as a section hand in May 
of 1903, and a year later 
(July, 
1904 transferred to the docks as 
an ore handler. His retirement was 
effective Jan. 15 of this year. 
He has no plans to leave Esca­ 
naba, probably because his 
hob­ 
bies include fishing and hunting— 
and he can do both right here at 
home.

Machines Take Over 
All glass used to be made by 
hand. Then it 
was

molds. Then machinery took over 
most of the work. 
“But hand-made glass will nev­ 
er die out.” said Johnny. “They 
will always find someone to make 
it.” 
The company he is employed by 
d< hasn’t found it easy. A few years 
ago they sent scouts through the

Trout Hatching 


At Thompson 


Record Output Is 
Expected 
Things are coming to life out at 
the 
Thompson 
hatchery — both 
figuratively and literally— for the 
annual hatch is on and thousands 
of tiny trout have, for the past two 
weeks, been emerging from 
their 
shells, according to Martin Miller, 
general superintendent at the hat­ 
chery. 
This year’s hatch, Miller 
states, 
will be the largest 
the 
hatchery 
has ever turned out. The construc­ 
tion of new 
rearing 
ponds 
and 
added facilities for caring for baby 
trout has made it possible to ade­ 
quately care for a greatly increas­ 
ed number of growing fish. 
Common brook trout makes 
up 
most of the hatch although 
there 
will 
also 
be an 
abundance of 
browns and rainbows. 
Most of these trout will be rais­ 
ed to legal size at the two Thomp­ 
son 
hatcheries, but 
when 
they 
reach the fingerling stage, a large 
number will be sent 
to 
sub-sta­ 
tions at Eckerinan and Fox River. 
Trout are sent here in the fall for 
winter rearing and release in the 
spring. 
“People do not realize 
how 
much local cooperation figures in 
the successful production of trout”, 
says Miller. “The matter of keep­ 
ing roads leading to tho hatcheries 
—particularly the stations and Fox 
River, open has much to do 
with 
successful handling of the 
trout."
